VICTIM KILLED A SON-IN-LAW. 


His Case Had Been in Circuit Court 
Four Times and in Supreme 
Court Three Times. 


JACKSON, Miss., July 20.—Telephone 
messages from Westville, Simpson County, 
off the railroad 30 miles. Say a mob broke 
down the jail doors Monday night and 
shot to death William Patterson, who was 
confined in the steel cage awaiting tria! for 
murder. 

Patterson shot and killed his son-in-law, 
Lawrence Brinson, in April. 1897. because 
he did not heed warnings to stay off the 
premises. Patterson was a thrifty farmer 
and land owner, and employed the ablest 
counsel, ex-Gov. Lowry being his chief 
attorney. He was tried and sentenced to 


the penitentiary far life. 

The case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, where it was reversed and remand- 
ed, and there has been much bad feeling in 
this county in consequenmaa, The case has 
been to the Supreme Court three times and 
has been heard in Simpson County four 
times, counting habeas corpus proceedings. 
These repeated delays caused great indig- 
nation among friends and relatives of Brin- 
son, and it is supposed that they composed 
the enob which put an end to further court 
proceedings,

The suit of Mary A. Young against thé 
North 8t.

He told her the Foulk piece was clear of 
ail incumbrances and the deal was closed.

Gen. John B. Goidon’s Address, in 
Which He Declares the War With 
Spain Unites North and Scuth. 


ATLANTA, Ga... July °0.— The morning 
trains brought thousands of people into At- 
lanta to attend the opening exercises of the 
reunion of Confederate Veterans. Twenty- 
three thousaad people—veterans and their 
friends, reached the city up to midnight, 
and the congested condition of the down- 
town streets this morning gave indications 
that to-day’s crowd would double that of 
yesterday. Not a room Was to be had at 
any hotel last night and but for the ar- 
rangements made by the committee, which 
furnished sleeping quarters for 2000 veter- 
ans at the park, many of the old fighters 
would have be¢n compelled to walk the 
streecté. 

The interest of the day centered in the 
convention at Piedmont Park, 

The Kentucky delegation was early at 
work among the delegates in their efforts 
to secure the next encampment for Louis- 
ville. The delegation from the Louisville 
Board of Trade nas had its lines out some 
time and the delegation aiready sees good 
results. Charleston is putting up a strong 
fight. The c.aims of the South Carolinans 
are that their State furnished more men 
for the Civil War than Kentucky and that 
Louisville is out of the way. South Caro- 
lina has the support of Texas in the con- 
test and claims that that State holds the 
deciding vote. Among those who arrived 
ear.y and took seats on the stand were 
Gen. Charles E. Hooker of Mississippi, the 
rator of the day; Gov. Atkinson of Georgia; 
Gen. Dickerson, commander of the Florida 
division, and Gen. Stephen D. Lee, looked 
upon by some as a candidate for com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Before the gathering was called to order, 
fhree cheers were given for “the gallant 
son of Alabama,’ Lieut. Hobson, followed 
a moment later by three more for the fa- 
mous cavairy officer now at the front, 
Gen. Joe Wheeler. 

Gen. John B. Gordon, the commander-in- 
chief, arrived at 11:20 and was given a tre- 
mendous ovation. Cheer after cheer swept 
through the hall, and the audience could 
not be stilled for five minutes. Gen, 
Clement A. Evans, the commander 6? the 
Georgia division, called the convention to 
order at 11:30 and prayer was offered by 
Rev. J. Willlam Jones of Virginia, the 
Chaplain General of the Confederate Vet- 
erans. 

Gen, Gordon, In his address, said: 

‘“What.is the inmost meaning of these 
Confederate pageants? Are they due to any 
covert or sinister aims, or in the remotest 
degree to self-seeking? Their open sessions 
and published proceedings, which all the 
world is challenged to inspect, furnish the 
answer. Do these reunions and popular 
demonstrations, which attend. them, draw 
their inspiration from any suggestions 
of disloyalty to either of the  tre- 
mendous resulta of the war—the free- 
dom of the elave and the eternal unity of 
the Republic? The protection of the negro 
by Southern courte, his reliance for secur- 
ity upon Southern sentiment and his éduca- 
tion through white taxation in Southern 
schools, furnish the South’s answer as to 
the first. To the second, loyalty to a per- 
petual union of the States and to the honor 
and glory of the Republic—the South has 
been continually answering eince the close 
of our Civil War; and she is answering to- 
day by the presence and prowess of her 
heroic soms at the front In the war with 
Spain. a 

‘Her Lee, her Wheeler, her Bagley, her 
Blue. her Hobson and her thousands of 
volunteers who eprang to arms at their 
country’s call; are answerjng from their 
camps from the Philippines and from the 
jungles of Cuba. You, my Confederate com- 
rades, would be there if the couritry needed 
you. Many of you assembled here would 
have been there but for impaired health and 
failing strength. But our eons and grand- 
sons arethere. With our prayers and biless- 
ings they are entisted tn this war for high 
and holy purposes. Among the great ends 
to be attained in this conflict with Spain, 
the freedom of oppressed islands in both 
oceans. the wider influence of America in 
the councils of the nations, the increased 
ré@pett fori her pawer on land and sea, 
thiere is stil another achievement to be at- 
tained. no less glorious and far-reaching; 
namely, the obliteration of all traces of dis- 
trust among ourselves an@ the complete 
and too long delayed unification of the 
American people, which shall be called in 
question no more forever.”

Crops of All Sorts Except Cotton Ap- 
pear to Be Considerably Retarded. 


OOLUMBIA, Me., July &—The weekly 
weather and crop bulletin tesued here by 
the Missouri section of the United States 
Weather Bureau is as follows: 

The week just closed averaged consider- 


ably cooler than usual throughout the 
State, and up to wot: | evening there 
was no rain except light showers in a few 
Scattered localities. Rain is needed in 
nearly all sections, and tin some of the 
southern counties growing crops are suf- 
fering considerabiy. Showers occurred in 
some sections on Bunday, but were gen- 
erally very light. The weather has n 
alj that could be desired for haying and 
the stacking and thrashing of grain, and a 
heavy crop of timothy ts —, secured fn 
excellent condition. Hayin 8 nerally 
well advanced, and In localities has been 
completed. 

Wheat is about all stacked and oat har- 
vest is practically finished. Very few cor- 


Internally and 


thrashing. Corn has re- 
tarded by the coo) nights, and ts needing 
rain in nearly all sections, but is gonorally 
doing very well, except where trifested wit 
chinch bugs, and in some of-the southern 
counties, where it is suffering yee age A 
from drought. The crop is very uneven, a 
considerable portion having been by 
while in the central and ern counties 
much of it ts still very small. Cotton tn 
the southeastern counties continues very 
promising. : 

Flax is being cut and thrashed tn the 
southwestern counties, and In some jocal- 
ities is reported Ught and weedy, while in 
others there is a « average crop. 

There is some complaint that early po- 
tatoes are not as well. Grapes con- 
tinue to rot badly in localities, and apples 
and peaches are still falling. 

Peaches are a light c¢ in most serc- 
tions, and in many counties good apples 
will be scarce. Stubble breaking has com- 
menced in the central and southern sec- 
tions. In a few of the southern counties 
pastures are getting short, owing to the 
dry weather.
